In his opinion, the needs of the 
case would be completely met by a 
sharp letter of reprimand addressed to 
him by the navy department 
If 
the 


captain admitted he was correctly re- 
ported. 


The German ambassador has not 


communicated with the state depart- 
ment on this subject since yesterday, 
and it ia believed that the German gov- 
ernment is now content to await the 
action of the navy department without 
further pressing the matter. The view 
was expressed at the German embassy 
today that the Coghlan 
affair was 


practically ended, and that, with the 
administering of a reprimand by the 
navy department, the incident would 
be closed. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.-At the 


cabinet meeting to*ay the recent ut- 
terances of Captain Coghlan of

cruiser Raleigh were Informally dis- 
cussed. 
Secretary Long said that lie

without any thought that they would 
be repeated In the public press. He said 
they were exaggerated and distorted In 
the published reports. He claims that 
under the circumstances his remarks 
should be regarded as privileged. Alter 
.the- cabinet meeting adjourned • Secre- 
tary Long and Secretary Hay remained 
a short time with the president to fur- 
ther discuss the matter. It Is under- 
stood that the captain will soon retire 
from the sen-ice through the regular 
channel, and It is thought that, in view 
t>C this fact and the further fact that he 
rendered distinguished service at the 
naval engagement at Manila, the navil 
authorities will show him as much con- 
sideration as is consistent with naval 
•discipline. 


According to arrangements 
made 


some days ago for the President's visit 
to Philadelphia, he will go aboard the 
Raleigh neit Friday morning as a 
special compliment to Captain Cogh- 
lan. 
Whether, under the circum- 


stances, this part of the program will 
be changed cannot now be staled.

Section 5388 makes it an offense 
punishable by fine and Imprisonment,

In 
furtherance of this policy, the act of 
June 4. 1897. direct* the Secretary to 
make provision for the protection of 
the forests and authorizes him to regu-

Democratic leader put himself on rec- 
ord as convinced that the action 
the speaker was unconstitutional as 
well as pernicious and revolutionary, 
and at the close of the session the mi 
nority refused the customary vote of 
thanks to the speaker. Mr. Reed made 
an eloquent closing address, in which 
he appealed to the verdict of history to 
vindicate his action.

clared the fifty-first congress adjourned 
sine die he was greeted with derisive 
strains of the Doxology from the Dem- 
ocratic side. 


The vindication of history was sur- 


prisingly prompt. "Within & few months 
the supreme court had unanimously

Work it Out. 


Editor Republican: As 
items are 


scarce in our berg, I thought I would 
eave off giving you the personal hap- 
penings for this week and would like 


suggest to your many readers an 


dea or thought that has come into my 
mind during the performance of my 
work as deputy assessor. In my effort: 
to collect road and poll tax I am always 
reminded by persons paying the same 
that they have no objection to paying 
the state poll tax, as It goes into our 
schools and we have good schools, but 
the road poll tax they do stredously 
object to paying, as our roads are poorly 
kept. -They think at least they should 
have the privilege of working out the 
tax on the roads nearest to them. One 
taxpayer* told me he had been paying 
a road poll tax for 15 years and there 
had never seen a day's work put on 
the road that ran post his door, and 
in the rainy season It was full of water 


ss. 
The idea with most of them is 


that if they were allowed to work out 
their road poll tax on the road near 
home they could put in a good day's 
work and. not spend, half of the day 
coming nnd going to their work, as the 
present system necessitates, and a 
great many young men working by th 
month or day say they could give their 
time on the road better than they can 
their cash that they have earned on 
small wages working for others.

Rosenthal, Master of Technique 


Appears Friday NighJ. 


The San Francisco Examiner has the 


following to say of Rosenthal. "the 
giant of the keyboard," who will appear 


Friday night at the Barton opera 


house: 


"Rosenthal. the prince o£ pianistry at 


last bpwed to our public, ran his magic 
hands on the ivories of a superb Steln- 


.y, laughed and sang with the delic- 


ious abandon of a child, and the gran- 
deur of a colossus, striking the sensible 
string of our imagination with the per- 
fection of his art. 
What precision in 


the most intricate passages! What a 
breath in the most teriffic climax! What 
a supreme command of the pedaUWhat 


speaking thrill! He is, indeed, the 


ideal conqueror of the keyboard, reach- 
ing the acme of mechanism and tech- 
nique. 
Also cathetically 
speaking, 


Rosenthal has certainly reached a high 
degree, yet It seems to me that his po- 
etical moments are. rather the compul- 
sory effect of his trained hands instead 
of springing directly from spirituality. 
The sobriety of the thorough music- 
ian and the severity of the keen thinkefr 
regulates his performance rather than 
abandoning himself to the transcenden- 
tal sentiment. 
But we must admire 


Rosenthal for his own rare gifts, pre- 
senting the most splendid side of pian- 
Istic art, nearing sublimity. 
In the. 


Adagio from Beethoven Sonata op. 109. 
in the Chopin's Berceuse, in the Valse 
Almando, and Avcu from Schumann's 
Carnival, we perceive that Rosenthal 
is also capable of tender and poetical 
feeling, but In the "March of the David- 
sbundler," and Liszt's "Don Juan 
Fantastie." the giant virtuoso revealed 
himself in all his whirling brilliancy 
and imposing magnitude.
